Not only is the 
worker who spends Sunday as a 
frequenter of the saloon a dan- 
ger to himself, but still more so 
to his fellow workers upon re- 
suming his day’s labor. The 
general nervous condition, with 
lowered mental faculties, as well 
as the trembling hand and un- 
steady gait so significant in the 
man who indulges in intoxicat- 
ing liquors, may account for 
many of the acgident§ that have 
befallen our brothers in the 
past.’’—San Bernardino Sun.

THIS TELLS HOW TO 
FIGURE INCOME TAX 


Squarely Up to Every Individual 
to Get Busy by March 15 
or Suffer Penalty. 








“Don’t wait until the final due date, 
March 15th, for paying your Income 
Tax and making your return. Avoid 
the last minute rush. Any person can 
figure out his liability today as well as 
he can next week, and if there is any 
point on which he needs advice he can 
now get in touch with a Revenue man.” 

This word of advice is from Justus 
Wardell, Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue, San Francisco, Cal., who ts col- 
lecting the Income Tax in California. 
Collector Wardell is giving without 
charge every aid of his office and his 
enlarged field force to help the people 
get their payments and their returns 
in by March 15th. 

But the Income Tax men will not 
pull your door-bell or your coat-talls, 
according to the Collector’s announce- 
ment. It is squarely up to every indi- 
vidual to figure out his own case and 
to get busy if he’ comes within the 
scope of the new Revenue law. 


Did You Earn This Much? 

Every unmarried person who receiv- 
ed income averaging $19.25 a week 
during 1918 and every married couple 
who jointly received Income averaging 
$38.50 a week should seture at once 
from the nearest Deputy Collector or 
the nearest bank a Blank Form 1040 A. 
That form contains the information he 
will need to enable him to figure his 
correct net income and any tax that he 
owes the Government. ; 

The law requires that every unmar- 
ried person who had a net income of 
$1,000 or over and every married per- 
son whose’ net income was $2,000 or 
over (including the income of husband 
or wife, and the earnings of minor 
children, if any) must make a return 
on or before March 15th. And this re- 
quirement does not hinge on whether 
the person owes a tax. 


Taxable Income. 

An individual must include under 
gross income all gains, profits and in- 
come derived from salaries, wages, or 
compensation for personal ‘service of 
whatever kind and in whatever form 
paid, or from professions, vocations, 
business, sales or dealings in property 
of all kinds, interest, rent, dividends, 
or profits derived from any source 
whatever. Very few items of income 
are exempt. 

Deductions include ordinary and nec- 
essary business expenses, interest paid 
or accrued on indebtedness, taxes of 
all kinds except Federal income and 
excess profits taxes and assessments 
for local benefits, losses actually sus- 
tained, debts ascertained to be worth- 
less, and depreciation on buildings, ma- 
chinery, fixtures, etc., used in business. 
A further deduction is allowed for con- 
tributions to corporations operated for 
religious, charitable, scientific or, edu- 
cational purposes or for the prevention 
of cruelty to children or animals to an 
amount not exceeding 15 per cent of 
the taxpayer's net income as computed 
without the benefit of the conttibution 
deduction. 


The taxpayer is not allowed to de-. 


duct any personal, living or family ex- 
pense, any amount spent for improving 
property, or any expense of restoring 
property or making good its exhaus- 
tion for which an allowance ts claimed 
under depreciation. 


Figuring the Tax. 

Before figuring the normal tax the 
dividends are deducted as credits from 
net income, together with the personal 
exemption. As in previous years, divi- 
dends of domestic corporations are ex- 
empt from normal tax when received 
by the stockholder. 

The normal tax rates for citizens 
and residents are as follows: On the 
tirst $4,000 of net income in excess of 
the credits the rate is 6 per cent; on 
any further taxable income the rate is 
12 per cent. 

The surtax rates apply to net in- 
come of each individual in excess of 
$5,000. The personal exemption and 
the dividends are not deductible before 
computing surtax, In the case of re- 
turns by husband and wife, the net 
income of each is considered separate- 
ly in computing any surtax that may 
be due. Form 1040 should be used for 
making returns of net income exceed- 
ing $5,000, and the instructions on that 
form will show how to figure the sur- 
tax, 

Business House Returns. 

Employers and others who paid 
wages, salaries, rents, interest or sim- 
ilar determinable gains in an amount 
of $1,000 or over during 1918 to any 
person must file an information return 
with the Government. Blanks may be 
secured from the Collector, 

Every partnership must file a return 
showing Its income and deductions and 
the name and address of each partner, 
with his share of the profits or losses

URGES STRONG DEPARTMENTS 
OF AGRICULTURE ’N STATES 





In addressing the National Associa- 
tion of Commissioners of Agriéulture 
at Baltimore January 7, D. F. Hous- 
ton, Secretary of Agriculture, spoke. 
earnestly in favor of strong’ state 
departments of agriculture to coop- 
erate with the fedral department 
of agriculture in regulatory activities 
concerning animal and plant dis- 
eases in the same way that, the fed- 
eral department now cooperates with 
the state agricultural coHeges in edu- 
cational and research work. 

The secretary related the difficul- 
ties that the department has encoun- 
tered in many of the.states due to 
the lack of well-equipped.. state de- 
partments or other regulatory agen- 
cies with sufficient legal powers and 
funds. He explained also the meth- 


be og of cooperation and .joint support 


between ‘the federal gepartment and 
the states under the Smith-Lever 
Agricultural Extension Act and the 
federal aid road act, and contrasted 
these effective methods of coopera- 
tion with the lack of cooperation in 
respect to regulatory measures. He 
said: ‘ 

“Now the matter stands in a dif- 
ferent situation. Two great organi- 
zations, your own and the Associa- 
tion of Land-Grant Colleges, have had 
the matter under advisement and 
have arrived essentially at a com- 
I am informed that the 
thoughts of the two bodies is that 
a great gain would result if the 
states adopted the policy, in general, 
of continuing the agricultural col- 
to investigational and educa- 


in the field, and the commisisoners 
or boards of agriculture to adminis- 
trative and regulatory matters head- 
ing up under such commissioners or 
boards all the appropriate adminis- 
and regulatory activities af- 
fecting agriculture, thus providing 
in each state two great, strong, cen- 
tral agencies for the betterment of 
agriculture and rural life. 
Suggests a Model Law 

“This course, it seems to me. 
would be eminently wise. It would 
remove possibilities of duplication 
of work, of wasted energies, of jeal- 
ousy and friction, and make it possi- 
ble for the two great state establish- 
ments to work with a cOmmon pur- 
pose and with united forces. it 
would also very greatly facilitate 
the work of the Department of Agri- 
culture, much of whieh must be car- 
ried on of necessity in cooperation 
with state officers. The department 
would then be in position to goop- 
erate untrammeled with the colleges 
of agriculture in investigational and 
educational work and with the state 
departments of agriculture in all 
matters involving regulation,’ such 
as quarantines, the control of animal 
disease, orchard and nursery inspec- 
tion, seed inspection, feed and fer- 
control, statistical inquiries, 
and the highly important tasks of 
aiding the farmer in the pronidtion 
of better rural finances and in the 
distribution. and marketing of his 
products. If this is the planiof the

The Y. W.’s have been 
given the post-war task of housing 
and caring for the thousands of 
women war workers who have been 
released from government work and 
who are now thrown on their own:

Red Cross Activities 

At last our weary waiting for a 
definite message on production is 
over! We are now asked by the War 
Council, which is our official au- 
thority, to produce just as many re- 
fugee garments and: knitted arti- 
cles as we can by the first of June. 
The Red Cross is sending overseas 
\75 per cent of materials on hand to 
be made by the refugee women them- 
selves; however, the number of peo- 
ple who are entirely unable to make 
their own garments is so great that 
production must continue here for 
the present. Here is our final chap- 
ter order just received, to be com- 
pleted_and shipped on or before May 
15, so that all records may be clos- 
ed by June 1st:—100 girls’ chemises 
and 300 women’s housegowns. Also 
knitting of stockings, sweaters, etc., 
‘for refugees, is to be resumed, until 
orders to “cease knitting” are again 
in force. ; 
The la8t of March chere will be 
{another drive for old clothing for 
the destitute peoples overseas; so 
‘commence your housecleaning ear- 
lly, so that all clothing which is good, 
wearable, and clean, may be collect- 
jed, or turned in at the Red Cross 
shop for. shipment.

Change an Asset 

Doubtless many will here rise to 
remark that all the advertising which 
this city has gained in its thirty 
years or more of existence would be 
lost through a change of names. The 
writer believes that if the change 
were handled rigt and given proper 
publicity, the new name could be 
mace a decided asset. 

Then there is the question of the 
postoffice. Some Upland people ex- 
press the’ fear that they would lose 
their postoffice, being the smaller 
community. Doubtless they would 
lose their postmaster, but undoubt- 
edly they would retain their office, 
which though a branch of the main 
postoffice would still be known as 
Upland postoffice, just as Hollywood, 
San Pedro, and other municipalities 
uniting with Los Angeles, still thus 
retain their original identity. It is 
a matter which would be up to the 
federal government to decide, but 
a decision in the matter could doubt- 
less be secured and made public be- 
fore the electors of the two cities 
were asked to vote on the consoli- 
dation question. 


Necessary Procedure 

The legal procedure requires the 
city councils of both corporations 
wishing to consolidate to submit the 
matter to the voters after petitions 
asking for its submission, signed by 
one-fifth of the qualified e’ectors of 
each city, have been presented to 
the governing bodies. A majority of 
the votes in each municipality is 
necessary to accomplish consolida- 
tion. 

the writer realizes that he will be 
warmly opposed in the plan outlined, 
chiefly by politicians in either city 
and persons not big enough mentally 
to rise above paltry differences and 
jealousies and who have constituted 
themselves the “apples of discord” 
hetween the two cities for a sccre 
of years. Nevertheless, he is con- 
vinced, that deep in their hearts, 
every man and woman in Upland and 
Ontario feels that a united city would 
be to the advantage of all. 

At any rate, before you come for- 
ward with your “hammers,” try to 
look at the thing from a standpoint 
of fairness and broad-mindedness.
